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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Appeal Brief filed 27 April 2005. Claims 8-23 are 
pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Antony P. Ng, Reg. No. 43,427 on 14 July 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows:

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8-23 (renumbered 1-16) are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
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As Applicant has pointed out on page 6, 2 n paragraph, regarding independent claims 8 and 15, 
Mead and other cited prior arts taken alone or in combination fail to disclose, "transitioning from 
said IF state or said ELSE_IF state to said SETUP_IF state, in response to recognizing a 
SETUP JF clause" and "transitioning from said SETUPJF state to said ELSE IF state, in 
response to recognizing an ELSE_IF clause. 

As Applicant has pointed out on page 6, last paragraph, regarding independent claims 22 and 23, 
Mead and other cited prior arts taken alone or in combination fail to disclose, ".. .inserting 
instructions from said identified SETUP_IF clause prior to the test condition of said ELSE_IF 
clause where said ELSEIF clause logically follows a prior IF clause or a prior ELSE_IF 
clause." 

SETUP_IF is defined in the Specification (pg. 3, line 32) as an improved 'IF statement 5 to be 
utilized in structured assembly language programming for coding multiple testing conditions, an 
improvement over nested IF statements (pg. 6, line 29). Fewer nested structured assembly 
language blocks means fewer resources are required by the assembler (pg.8, line 24). 

Thus all remaining claims, dependent claims 9-14 and 16-21 are allowed.
